Founding of Lower Merion Academy 120 

Years Ago to be Commemorated on Fourth 

Old Structure in Cynwyd Founded With Trust Fund of 800 

Pounds; Teachers Collected Pay From Students, 

Boarding With Parents 



Plans for a July Fourth celebra- 
tion have been made by representa- 
tives of Bala-Cynwyd's community 
organizations, to be held at the Cyn- 
ivyd School, Levering Mill road and 
Bryn Mawr avenue. Included in the 
program will be a brief pageant com- 
memorating the founding, 120 years 
ago, of the Lower Merion Academy, 
which still stands. For the following 
information about this old Main Line 
landmark, the writer is indebted to 
Dora Harvey Develin and Luther C. 
Parsons.

Jacob Jones, a Friend, born 1713, 
anticipated by many years this coun- 



try's public school system. His deep- 
seated concern for the welfare of 
young people and his anxiety that 
their education should include more 
than the three R's, led to the setting 
aside of eight acres of his farm and 
an 800-pound trust fund, when he 
died in 1807. When the trust became 
valuable, trustees carried out his in- 
structions, and in 1812 erected the 
Lower Merion Academy. 

At that time the farthest output of 
the West was Fort Dearborn, Illinois. 
Public schools were not to be founded 
in the United States until 1857. 

The Academy was a genuine one 
with a classical course. It was a

Ardmore, no end of discussion was 
stirred up. The defe ders of the 
bird pointed immediately to its 
value as a controlling enemy of 
the Japanese beetle. If the con- 
sumption of the grubs of this oilier 
imported pest were the alpha and 
omega of the story of the starling, 
we would agree heartily with the 
defenders of the bird, but this is 
not the case. 

We do not advocate the wiping 
out of the species, if that were pos- 
sible, but some sort of control is 
sadly needed in many parts of the 
country. The European starling, 
known to science as st limits vul- 
garis, was imported many years 
ago in the hope that it would aid 
in insect control. This same 
thought governed those who 
brought the English sparrow to 
these shores, and, as in the case of 
the latter bird, the bad features 
of the immigrants have outweighed 
their advantages. 

The starling, in general appear- 
ance resembling a common black- 
bird, is smaller, with a short tail 
and with plumage brightly 
speckled when seen at close view. 
In the summer the birds nest in 
isolated pairs or very loose colonies 
of a score or more birds, and in 
the winter gather in or near (he 
cities in flocks whose numbers have 
become prodigious.

Prominent Speaker 

A candidate for the Presidency of 
the United States came and spoke on 
the Main Line last weak Tuesday eve^ 
ning. He was greeted by an audience 
which taxed the seating capacity of 
the hall. He is a leading publicist 
and writer, a man of sound education, 
strong intellect and long experience in 
political campaigning. Yet the Phila- 
delphia newspapers practically ig- 
nored him. The reason for that is of 
course due to the fact that he is 
Norman Thomas, the socialist. He 
spoke at Roberts Hall, Haverford col- 
lege, and what he had to say was 
rather strong medicine for any com- 
placent minded person to hear. Yet, 
as things are now, the socialists are 
comparatively a conservative party. 
They do not advocate revolutionary 
direct action. Their program, like 
that of the founders of this Republic, 
seriously aims to advance the greatest 
good of the greatest number, and it is 
one that has been formulated with care 
by some of the best minds of the race 
during the past 50 years or more. It 
is not born of the expediencies of the 
moment. The present economic de- 
crepitude adds strength and force to 
their arguments. What is the aver- 
age citizen going to do about it, open 
nis ears and his mind, or stick his 
nead in the sand in the expectancy 
Lhat when he pulls it out at some later 
day, the skies will have cleared, the 
sun of prosperity will be shining and 
new little banks will be opening again 
here and there all ready to gamble a- 
gain with the peoples' savings until 
another depression closes all of them 
again disastrously? 

Religion and Peace 

The audience who listened to Nor- 
man Thomas was not composed of 
active socialists, so far as The Vag- 
rant could judge. Probably a major- 
ity of the people there might have 
been classed as liberals, but their un- 
questionably were some conservatives 
Yet, at the conclusion, when Mr. 
Thomas submitted to questioning, the 
only people who seemi-d by their 
questions to be advancing counter- 
arguments were those of a conven- 
tionally religious point of view, the 
idealistic and devout Christians. Mr. 
Thomas had not been speaking on 
socialism as such, but on "Planning 
for Peace," and it seemed to the re- 
ligionists that he had ignored that 
part which could be played in any 
such program by organized religion 
and by God. Mr. Thomas undoubted- 
ly tempered his answers with the 
courtesy that was due to the time and 
the place, but there was scorn and 
irony in his replies, and force of fact 
in his citations of the failure of orgari- 
ized religion to advance the cause of 
peace among men. The religionists 
made no attempt to defend their 
position. 

Money Matters 

The Vagrant discovered last week, 
while reading about Horace Walpole, 
that Dean Swift, whom The Vagrant 
has never read, had long ago provided 
a formula which The Vagrant had 
long been seeking. It is that a man 
should have money in his head, but 
not in his heart. Money must be 
frequently considered by intelligent 
persons. It must not be wasted, it 
can rightly be desired and sought as 
a means to much that makes life 
worth while, but its corrosive powers 
are devastating and the mercenary 
mind is not admired even in this com- 
mercial age. How to consider money 
with care, to get it and keep some of 
it, to invest it wisely and safely, and 
yet not let it dominate one's life, that 
is a problem which The Vagrant had 
often considered and in considering 
it had vacillated in practice from 
withering closeness to foolish liberal- 
ity, and there was Dean Swift, who 
more than two centuries ago had 
summed up the whole problem in one 
sentence. One must look into the 
Dean further and see whether his 
philospohy worked well in his own 
case.

Founding of Lower Merion 
Academy to be Commemorated 

(Continued from Page One) 

boarding school with day scholars, 
and the teacher was allowed the use 
of the dwelling and grounds in return 
for his tuition of the free scholars. 
There was no distinction as to sex. 

For a time "free scholars" were 
looked down upon, so much so that at 
one time it was seriously proposed to 
erect a separate building for them. 
Rather than contend with the strife 
between poor and paying scholars, the 
first teacher, Joshua Hoopes, resigned, 
to found a successful Friend's School 
in West Chester. Friends of the in- 
stitution decided segregation would 
defeat the intent of the founder's will, 
whose first purpose was to provide 
free education. The difficulty was ad- 
justed by doing away with the paid 
scholars and making all tuition free. 

Next teacher was John Levering, 
antiquarian of note, who in 1851 made 
an admirable map of- Lower Merion. 
Another early teacher was Miss Lydia 
Coggins, who died in 1912 at the age 
of 97. Respected as headmaster of 
the Academy for 25 years was Israel 
Irwin. 

Many scholars from the Academy 
became well known. Among them: 
Charles Naylor, Representative in 
Congress from Philadelphia, 1840: 
Joseph Fornance, Representative in 
Congress from Montgomery County in 
the early 40 's, the Congressman who 
sent Winfield Scott Hancock to West 
Point; Prof. James Rhoads, of the 
Boys' Central High School, Philadel- 
phia; Rev. James Rush Anderson, D. 
D.; Dr. Richard Jones Harvey, who 
graduated from the University of 
Pennsylvania in 1832, one of the Cal- 
ifornia pioneers of 1849, Algernon 
Roberts, of the Pencoyd Iron Works; 
and George B. Roberts, who was presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania Railroad 1 for 
for many years before his death. 

The ground on which the Academy 
stands rises above the picturesque 
ravine known as Rock Hollow. It 
was on this road that the Americans 
passed • to reach Old Lancaster road 
now Montgomery pike to the place 
where they camped, near Merion 
Meeting House, September 14, 1777. 

Down Rock Hollow, now Rock Hill 
i-oad on the banks of the winding 
stream known as Rock Creek, stands 
an old ruined mill. During the Rev- 
olutionary period, this was Lloyd 
Jones' paper mill. After the Contin- 
ental paper money had so depreciated 
in value as to become utterly worth- 
less, it was called in by our young 
government and destroyed at this mill. 
This spot in Lower Merion, then, end- 
ed the conditions that originated the 
phrase, "Not worth a Continental." 

The Academy looks now much as 
it did a century or so ago: broad 
piazza with brick floor and flag-stone 
steps; posts supported at the base by 
iron pivots; tiny, square window 
panes; desks clumsy and heavy; all 
showing the age of the building, and 
especially the hollows in the steps, 
worn by the tramp of many feet. 

Salaries paid at this "free school of 
Montgomery," according to a Gwy- 
nedd minister and principal, were so 
high that the Academy was more pop- 
ular than other schools, and so more 
competent teachers were obtained. At 
one time the salary was $160 a year. 
The teacher collected this pay at the 
rate of from a dollar to ten shillings 
per quarter, for each scholar. He 
obtained his board by going from 
house to house among parents of his 
students. It was a remark of the 
time that people would trust to in-
